What to do if your rifle fails to 
fire 

1. Misfire. If you have squeezed the trigger and 
nothing happens, remain in shooting posilion. 
pointing (he gun In a safe direction. Count lo Id, 
then unfoad the rifle completely, (See "How lo 
Unload"). 

2. Underpowered shot, A "squib"', or under- 
powered shot r should not occur if the ammunition 
is clean, dry, and factory loaded, You can lei I if a 
shol ts underpowered by the unusually low report ll 
makes. Beoause the bullet may actually siill be in 
the batr*H. you must unload completely, dear sho 
aclion, and look ihrough Ihe barrel to see i1 there is 
anyehstrudkin It (here Is, it should be removed by 
aqualiiied gunsmith. 

Sighting 

Yaur rifle has been siahied'in and lest-fired al Ihe 
factory. Duo to individual shooting characteristics, 
however, siglmng should be range verified.

Cleaning the bore 

With normal use il is nol necessary to clear ttie 
bore ol your rlllo. However, if it gels wet, or if any 
loreign material gels into tha barrel, cleaning as 
described below is reoominonded. 

Wilh Ihe safely on SAFE, remove the dip and clear 
Hie action several times to be tfoubly sure no oar- 
I ridges remain. PUN the charging handle back and 
lock iheaclon opon. 

Remove ihe barrel and use any siandard 22 cali- 
ber donning rod and pn1che&. Clean (be bore from 
Ihe rear (chamber) end, with powder soivenl, and 
wipe lightly with gun oil. 

Cleaning the action 

We recommend cleaning Ihe Inside al Iriefecelvof, 
boh face, extractors, and butt end ol the barrel 
[around tho chamber) alter llrlng each 250 rounds. 
[Frequency of cleaning may depend on brand of 
pmrminitinn used,) A toothbrush end commercial 
gun cleaning solvent will simplify the job. 

Tha slues listed below s-Maufd be fallowed care Iti lly 
to assure proper disassembly, cleaning and reas- 
sembly.
